The resolution, which will not 
reach the floor before Thursday, 
questions Black’s right

vision that “ no senator or repre­ 
sentative shall, during

shall have been created, or the

Murphy, who urged the emer­ 
gency appropriations commission

tion and of the civil service com­ 
mission, which asked $74,000., 
More Taxes, Alternative 
He disclosed alternative plans 
for meeting the 
relief-financing 
crisis when the emergency allo­ 
cation is exhausted.

Social Diseases 
By National Law

British investigators have just 
made available a report to 
the 
Ministry of Health on the meas­ 
ures against veneral disease that 
arr carried out in certain Scandi­ 
navian countries and in Holland. 
The Scandinavian countries have 
been able to control syphilis far 
beyond any similar control 
that 
has taken place in 
the 
United 
States. 
In 1918 Sweden passed a law 
which defined venereal diseases as 
syphilis and gonorrhea as long as 
these diseases were in an infecti­ 
ous stage. 
Under this law every 
person with such a disease must 
submit to medical treatment and 
obey any instructions given to him 
with a view' to his own cure or to 
prevent the infection of others, 
and must continue treatment until 
he is declared noninfectious. 
Free treatment 
wTas 
provided 
for everybody, 
irrespective 
of 
their financial status, and every 
town with a population of 20,000 
or over was compelled under this 
law to provide free treatment in 
clinics. 
In other places the free 
treatment was to be given by the 
local health officers. 
• 
• 
• 
A doctor examining the patient 
for the first time was required to 
send a report to the local Inspec­ 
tor of health within 24 
hours, 
stating the sex, age, and home of 
the patient, but not 
his 
name. 
The doctor was also required to 
find out by w’hom and in what 
circumstances the patient was in­ 
fected. and to send to the health 
inspector, within 24 hours, 
the 
name and address of the 
person 
from whom the disease was al­ 
leged to have been 
contracted. 
The doctor must, under this law, 
explain the nature of the disease 
to the patient, and instruct him 
as to its infectious character and 
as to the conduct he should adopt 
to prevent the spread of the in­ 
fection. 
Any person wrho has a venereal 
disease in an infectious stage and 
who exposes another person to the 
risk of the Infection may be Im­ 
prisoned and fined; lf an infec­ 
tion actually occurs, he may be 
imprisoned for two years at hard 
labor. 
People who are going to 
be 
married must present a written 
declaration stating that they are 
free from a venereal disease in 
an Infectious form, and lf they 
have an infectious venereal dis­ 
ease they cannot marry without 
special permission of the state. 
An annulment can be obtained 
by either party on proof that the 
other party had 
an 
infectious 
veneral disease at the time of 
marriage and that the fact was 
not disclosed. 
If a patient stops coming for 
treatment the doctor must report 
the matter to the inspector 
of 
health, who is then required to 
serve an order on the patient to 
submit to treatment. 
If it is nec­ 
essary, the inspector may order 
the patient to enter a hospital for 
treatment, and lf the order of the 
inspector of health is ignored the

“Explorer” Here on Air Cruise 
PENSION ACT IS 
EXPLAINED HERE 


C. E. Warier Discusses 
Problems With Rail­ 
road Employes 


The Abrams “Explorer,” shown 
above, the first plane built espe­ 
cially for photographic mapping 
from the air, arrived 
yesterday 
with other ships of the first an­ 
nual Michigan Light Plant cruise. 
Designed and built by the Abrams 
aircraft corporation, the ship Is of 
such unusual design as to suggest 
a "Buck Rodgers space ship.” Con­ 
ventional design is reversed, and 
the engine is placed iii the rear 
and the pilot in front of the ship. 
The plane is built with a tricycle 
undercarriage and double tail as­ 
sembly. 
The entire front end is 
enclosed In glass to provide per­ 
fect forward and downward visi­ 
bility for the pilot. 
Operated at 
an altitude of more than 30,000 


feet, the two-man crew is 
pro­ 
vided with oxygen from a special­ 
ly constructed supercharging out­ 
fit. 
To meet the requirements 
.of 
photographic mapping, the plane 
not only 
possesses 
one-hundred 
per cent visibility, but also flies 
at a high speed, has a fast angle of 
climb to the stratosphere, and a 
flight duration of 
eight 
hours. 
The “Explorer” is powered with a 
450 horsepower 
Wright 
engine 
and has a maximum speed of well 
over 200 miles per hour. 
In tests 
the plane demonstrated a rate of 
climb of 2,600 feet per minute. 
A special camera, developed by 
the Abrams company, is used in 
the ship.

pensions.

ployes of the Chicago and North 
Western, Soo Line and Escanaba 
and Lake Superior railways

Warter spent IO years in Alas­ 
ka before coming to the United 
States to take a post with the re­ 
tirement board.

He went on to explain that form 
AA-11 Is Intended to ald the wid­ 
ow of a railroad man to collect 
funds that he has paid in under 
the act if he dies before taking out 
a pension, or back pension checks 
if any were due at the time 
of 
death. 
"Pension checks are normally 
sent out from W ashington on the 
first day of the month following 
the one which they cover, and if 
the pensioner should die before 
they 
are 
received 
the 
widow 
would have to wait for them to 
be administered with the rest of 
his estate. 
If the form AA-11 is 
turned in appointing the wife as 
beneficiary, the checks may go di­ 
rectly to her,” he stated. 
“Accrued annuities also go di­ 
rectly to the wife if the form is 
signed,” Warter stated, "whatever 
the employe has paid in to the 
pension fund through regular de­ 
ductions from his wages will be 
turned back to his widow at the 
time of his death if he has not 
already received his pension.” 
If 
the pensioner should die shortly 


after receiving his pension, and 
before he has drawn as much as 
he has paid in, the balance of the 
amount he has paid while working 
will go directly to his beneficiary 
lf the blank is signed.

it will go to his estate. 
Ways in which date of 
birth 
may be established for 
pension 
purposes were cited by 
W arter.

FFORTS of conservationists 
aud 
tree 
enthusiasts to check the rapid decline 
of the cypress are meeting with public ap­ 
proval. 
There are many reasons, 
chiel 
among them is the fact that cypress is 
a 
distinct wood of literature. 
Among the delightful stories are those 
written with scenes laid in 
and 
around 
ante-bellum mansions of the South. 
Many 
3f the large Southern homes 
of 
early 
years were built of cypress, because it is 
i wood that gracefully grows old in that 
climate. 
The purpose of these well-con­ 
structed homes was for them to 
serve 
generations to come. 
Many built of 
cy­ 
press still stand and age has not 
turned 
them into unsightly ruins. 
^ 
History abounds with mention of 
cy­ 
press. 
Texas built Its first Capitol with 
it. 
The first waterworks constructed in 
New Orleans was 
also built of cypress. A 
little 
more than a quarter century 
ago 
immense cypress tanks in 
New’ 
Orleans 
could be seen. 
They were cisterns, 
aud 
could be fouud at every residence. 
There 
was no other supply, for New Orleans was 
built on marshes and wells or cisterns be­ 
low the surface were out of the question. 
To meet these requirements, 
a water- 
work system was devised to 
supply 
the 
district lying between Canal 
Street, 
Ep- 
pianade Avenue, Rampart Street, 
and the 
river, boundaries of old 
New 
Orleans. 
Holes 
were bored from end to end of cy­ 
press 
logs, which were approximately 18 
feet in length and averaged 
about

diameter.

nections driven into each log.

of various mains were wooden plugs

iana these stumps were exhumed.

GREAT LAKES FISH 
(Milwaukee Journal 
Ouce more Wisconsin and other 
lake 
states are* warned that the Great 
Lakes 
rapidly are being “ drained" of their fish. 
Dr. John Van Oosten, who long has been 
studying the fisheries, says that the whole 
Great Lakes system will be “ fishless” in 
20 years unless strict regulations are de­ 
creed and enforced. 
This is of more significance to the av­ 
erage Wisconsin citizen than he realizes. 
It is not just a commercial 
fisherman’s 
problem. 
For the Great Lakes are 
im­ 
mense reservoirs of food. 
Their produc­ 
tion, for years, has gone to the tables of 
thousands of the state’s people. 
Without 
giving the matter much thought, 
those 
thousands have loked to the lakes for a 
steady supply of good and comparatively 
inexpensive nourishment. 
To permit the lakes to be “ drained” of 
their fish would be a calamity to all the 
middle western states.

face of warnings by conscientious men, in­ 
cluding the best of the commercial fisher­ 
men, would be recklessly to toss away a

course of the years. 
The trouble, of course, lies largely in 
unrestrained and unrestricted fishing. The 
five Great Lakes today are strung

With the bitterest civil war in modern 
history now in its third year, Rebel Gen­ 
eralissimo Francisco Franco finds himself 
the master of two-thirds of torn and bleed­ 
ing Spain. 
Behind the fronts where 850,000 troops 
still are locked in struggle, this warrior 
son of a warrior father is erecting a state 
patterned after fascism in the 30 of the 4 7 
provinces which the rebels have conquer­ 
ed. 
Rich farm lands, mines, 
industrial 
sections and seaports are under Franco’s 
domination, giving him an opportunity to 
run them as he hopes some day to run all 
Spain. 
With a million lives already lost In bat­ 
tles and air raids, and with untold billions 
of dollars of property damage in all the 
great cities, Franco’s biggest job is b i n ­ 
ning peace in the territory which he al­ 
ready rules. 
For, unlike Hitler aud Mus­ 
solini, whose Fascist 
revolutions 
were 
comparatively bloodless, Franco is achiev­ 
ing his dictatorship only at a great price. 
There is probably not a family in Spain 
that does not mourn the loss of some male 
member. 
There is probably not a family 
that has not suffered pecuniary loss. 
A 
country which was never among the pro­ 
gressive states of Europe has 
been 
so 
wrecked from end to end that it will take 
decades to repair the damage and bring 
it back to normal. 
Franco has to overcome the bitter ha­ 
tred of thousands. 
He has to redeem the 
promises he has made to all and sundry. 
The soldier now must show that he is a 
statesman. 
And up to the time that he be­ 
came the head of the rebel movement, he 
had never performed anything but soldier­ 
ly tasks.

Francisco Franco was born in the north­ 
western Spanish province of Gaflcia where 
his father was commander of the 
naval 
base at Ferrol. 
The senior Franco 
had 
three sons and from their babyhood he de­ 
termined their careers. 
Nicolas, the eld­ 
est, was to go into the navy like himself. 
Francisco was to be a soldier and Ramon, 
the youngest, w’as to be an airman. What 
he decreed, duly took place. 
But for a 
tim*' at least Ramon was the most cele­ 
brated of the brothers. 
His solo flight 
across the south Atlantic made 
him 
a 
Spanish hero. 
When the Spanish republic 
wTas 
pro­ 
claimed in 19.11, Ramon was made Minis­ 
ter for Air. 
At that time it was widely 
reported that his ambition w’as to be the 
Spanish Lenin. 
In that same 1931, talk­ 
ing to this writer, Ramon vigorously de­ 
nied any such ambition and proclaimed 
his loyalty to the republic. 
But, later, 
blood proved thicker than water. 
Ramon 
went over to his brother’s cause, as did 
Nicolas. 
At 14 Francisco entered the 
Spanish 
Military Academy. 
Finished with school, 
he saw bis chance for rapid promotion in 
Spanish Morocco.

latter have steadfastly

Politics of Principle.” arguing 
that 
the 
country was ready to make its choice

basic issues, they have urged 
such 
ven­ 
tures as the primary purge. 
They 
have 
told the President, “stand 
for 
coherent 
liberalism, and the country will 
stand be­ 
hind you.” 
Representative Maverick has been 
one 
of their best object 
lessons. 
Since 
the 
Civil War, issues have meant little in the 
south, where the one-party system has re­ 
duced politics to a mere conflict 
between 
personalities and special 
interests. 
As 
Maverick always ran on the issues, how­ 
ever, he was used to prove the existence 
of a new southern trend. 
And now Maver­ 
ick has been beaten, while the people 
of 
Texas have chosen for their governor a 
man whose only issues were pensions and 
the ten commendments. 
— BILBO FOREVER— 
The sim ultaneous events are dramatic. 
Maverick was the intellectual leader of the 
IOO per cent New Dealers in the House. 
For years, he had railed at other southern 
politicians for their conservatism, 
their 
lack of interest in their constituents’ eco­ 
nomic problems, their refusal 
to 
follow 
the President’s lead. 
On 
several 
occa­ 
sions— notable in the wage-hour fight — 
he had frightened other southerners into 
line for the New Deal. 
By the mere exitence of such politicians 
as Maverick, Claude Pepper of Florida and 
Lister Hill of Alabama, tho vested inter­ 
ests of southern politics have been uncom­ 
fortably threatened. 
That was why there 
was such a concentration of forces against 
Maverick. 
The San Antonio city machine, 
an unappetizing 
miniature 
of 
H ague’s 
Jersey City juggernaut, swung 
into 
ac­ 
tion. 
Its wheels were well oiled by liberty 
leaguish money.

Fourteen m iles of 
bitum inous 
pavem ent— som ething new In road 
construction in Delta county — 
will be laid by the Delta county 
road com m ission w ithin the near 
future. 
The new pavem ent, which has 
been tried in some parts of the 
peninsula, is of a resilient nature 
and said to be especially effective 
In northern clim ates. 
A lthough,

To Be Plentiful, 
Preserving Urged 


Prospects continue bright 
for 
good yields from gardens of farm 
families operating 
under 
loans 
from the Farm Security Adminis­ 
tration, according to 
Marquette 
K nauf, Home Supervisor for 
the 
FSA in 
Delta, 
Menominee 
and 
Schoolcraft Counties. 
Gardens, adequate 
to 
provide 
the family with enough canned, 
dried and stored vegetables to last 
until the next season, are recom­ 
mended in the farm and 
home 
m anagem ent plans which accom­ 
pany the operating goods loans of 
this agency, Miss K nauf said. 
As a part of the home m anage­ 
ment service to borrowers, home 
supervisors 
are 
now 
advising 
these farm 
families 
concerning 
aaf^. m ethods of preserving 
gar­ 
den products. The use of the pres­ 
sure cooker aa 
recommended 
by 
the U. S. D epartm ent of Agricul­ 
ture F arm ers’ Bulletin No. 1762, 
“ Home Canning of Fruits, Vege­ 
tables and Meats,” which assures 
safe canning of non-acid vegeta 
hies such as beans, corn and peas, 
is being encouraged. 
The outlook indicates that stor­ 
age cellars will contain a gener 
ous supply of food this winter. Al­ 
ready large quantities of 
string 
beans, peas and greens have been 
canned by 
many 
homemakers. 
One of the foods canned 
in 
in­ 
creasing amounts will be 
toma 
toes, which are so valuable in the 
diet, Miss Knauf added. The use 
of the "boiling-water bath" m eth­ 
od is being recommended for can­ 
ning tomatoes and fruits. 
“Canning, however, is not 
the 
only means used for 
preserving 
food,” the supervisor 
explained. 
“ In working out the food preser­ 
vation program with our families, 
we cooperate in planning for the 
successful storage of root 
vege­ 
tables, such as beets, carrots, on­ 
ions, 
turnips, 
rutabagas 
and 
■Q uash, as well a s a plentiful sup­ 
ply of potatoes and cabbage. Dry­ 
ing of fruits and vegetables is es­ 
pecially recommended in 
homes 
w here canning equipment is limit­ 
ed.”

New York, July 26 UP)— The 
stock market faltered today in its 
mid-year upswing and leading is­ 
sues dropped fractions to more 
than 2 points. 
It was not a one-way move, 
however, as a number of favored 
specialties contested 
the 
trend 
with substantial advances. 
The day’s main handicap, brok­ 
ers said, were doubts concerning 
the action of U. S. Steel directors, 
meeting after the close, on the 
preferred dividend. 
This question 
was 
eventually 
answered 
by 
the 
"big 
steel” 
board’s vote to pay the regular 
quarterly disbursement of $1.75 
on the senior issue despite a defi­ 
cit in the June quarter of more 
than $5,000,000, the largest for 
this period since 1933. 
The lass, 
at the same time, did not reflevl 
the slash 
in steel 
prices which 
went into effect in the latter part 
of June. 
Many traders cashed in profits 
early on the thought U. S. Steel, 
confronted with a wage problem, 
might decide to cut the preferred 
payment to at least $1, as a means 
of conserving resources pending 
the response of consumers to the 
lowering of steel price levels. 
While U. S. Steel common fin­ 
ished off 1% points at 61, the 
preferred stock, 
holding 
better 
than even through 
the 
session, 
ended with a net advance of a 
point at 110%. 
Motors, rails, coppers, mail or­ 
ders and a number 
of 
recently 
strong miscellaneous shares were 
subjected to considerable pressure 
after 
the 
opening. 
Most came 
back about half around mid-day, 
but many were again around bot­ 
tom at 
the finish. 
Volume con­ 
tracted appreciably after the first 
hour and picked up only moder­ 
ately on last-minute offerings. 
The Associated Press average of 
60 issues was off .5 of a point at 
50.3, with the industrial and rail 
composites showing the 
widest 
declines. 
The utility average was 
only down a shade. Transfers to­ 
talled 1,252,470 shares compared 
with 2,106,500 yesterday. 
The 
General 
Motors 
board, 
meeting tomorrow, was expected 
to release a better forecast state­ 
ment for the June quarter and the 
stock held its recession to 5-8 at 
43 1-8. 
Chrysler, though, ended 
at the low of the day at 72%, off 
2%. Extensive August shutdowns 
for the automotive manufacturers, 
in order to prepare for new 1939 
models, were in view, but there 
was no particular change in the 
brighter prospects for fall sales. 
Business news was still on the 
side of recovery, but market stu­ 
dents seemed to have the idea 
that, because of the sharp June- 
July upswing, the chances were 
more for a sizeable "correction” 
than for an uninterrupted forward 
tilt. 
Borne traders, consequently, 
were inclined 
to 
trim 
commit­ 
ments pending clarification of the 
outlook. 
Bonds were 
definitely mixed 
and major commodities lacked ris­ 
ing vigor. 
Wheat at Chicago was 
off 1-8 to % of a cent a bushel 
and foreign currencies were a bit 
higher in terms of the dollar, but 
European securities markets were 
a trifle shaky. 
The general direction 
of

curb was downward, although a 
few issues such as Aluminum of

Newberry, July 26 — A nother 
step in the development of tou r­ 
ist attractions in this locality Is 
being planned by local citizens, 
this being the long-talked-of road 
to the Tahquamenon Falls. An­ 
nually hundreds of visitors take 
the river trip by way of the Toon- 
erville Trolly 
and 
Joe Beach’s 
river boat “ Betty B” and consort. 
The trip takes a full day and is 
one of the delightful adventures 
offered the sight-seeing visitor. 
But many who want to see the 
falls do not do so because of the 
length of time necessary for the 
trip. Many want to be able to 
drive in, to within walking dis­ 
tance, at least. Many do, each 
year, finding their way through 
the trails aud old roads once used 
by the lumbermen, and along the 
new fire lines and CCC truck 
trails. But the need of a passable 
road has long been felt. 
At a recent meeting of the 
Road 
commission 
and 
business 
men it was requested that the 
commission have the county road 
engineer, Tlmmer Dundon, make 
a survey of such a road. Another 
group, appointed at the informal 
meeting, are working as a ways 
and means committee, to find out 
come manner in which such a 
road could be financed and some­ 
thing concerning the cost. 
The logical route appears to be 
through Newberry to the Four 
Mile Corner, east to the Fordney

far from a highway for public 
benefit, available to the traveling 
public, as well as bring thousands 
of visitors into the county for 
the Falls trip alone. 
Captain Joe Beach, interviewed 
on this question, stated that some 
of his river trippers thought the 
trip too long. H’o stated th a t he 
did not believe that the river ser­ 
vice would suffer much from such 
a road, that it would mean th at 
more and more people would visit 
the locality annually, especially 
if a tourist camp could be located 
near enough to the Falls to make 
them available to hikers. New­

A. An individual who Is in the 
compensated 
service 
of one or 
more 
employers 
subject to the 
Act, or who is in the employment 
relation to one or more employers 
subject to the Act, or who is an 
employee representative. 
Q. When is an individual “in 
tho compensated 
service’’ of an 
employer subject to the act? 
A. When his employer has con­ 
tinuing authority to supervise and 
direct tin! manner in which his 
service is performed, which ser­ 
vice is performed for compensa­ 
tion. 
Q. Is a physician, lawyer, or 
other person who renders profes­ 
sional services considered to he 
“in the service*’ of an employer 
under the Act? 
A. This depends on the facts of 
the particular case. 
If, for exam­ 
ple. such a person works for an 
employer subject to the Act on a 
salary 
basis 
during 
prescribed 
hours, and is furnished by such 
employer with an office, assist­ 
ants, and supplies, he is “in the 
service” of an employer under the 
Act. 
On the other hand, if such 
an Individual is paid on a fee or 
retainer basis and performs the 
services in his own independent 
office and on his own time, being 
responsible 
to 
tho 
“em ployer" 
only for the results to he accom­ 
plished, he is not “in the service” 
of an employer under the Act. 
Q. Is an individual who is hired 
for a few hours to do work on a

Individual

performs any compensated service 
for an employer under the Act re­ 
gardless of the am ount and the 
nature of such service is an em ­

that the employer has, during the 
time such service is rendered, con­ 
tinuing authority to supervise and 
direct the manner in which the 
service is performed. 
Q. If I ani a traffic agent lo­ 
cated in London, England, w ork­ 
ing for a railroad subject to the 
Railroad Retirement Act, am I an 
employee under the Act? 
A. If you work for a railroad 
company or for any other employ­ 
er covered by the Act which con­ 
ducts 
the 
principal p art of its 
business in the United States, it 
makes no difference w here your 
service 
is 
performed, provided 
that you are subject to the con­ 
tinuing authority of your employ­ 
er 
to 
supervise and direct the

such services. 
Q. Are 
individuals 
employees 


under the Act lf they work for 
railroads subject to the Act that 
conduct some but not the princi­ 
pal part of their business in the 
United States? 
A. Yes. but only while they are 
rendering service within the Uni­ 
ted States to such employers. 
Q. Am I an employee under the 
Act only when I am “ in the serv­ 
ice of” (actually working for) an 
employer covered by the act?
